So far He, by which lively and flagrant lines we may eafily 
apprehend) what a relifo this good Father had for the reputation 
»/' Philofophy, And if any do wax pale at the growth of it , 
they feem to Jherp thereby , how little they have either of the 
intelligent Piety of this Holy man , or of the Civility of the 
Gentile Philofophers. 

If it be objected , That here this Learned Father detlares a 
Fondnefs for Apollonius, as if none but the Vulgar had efieem- 
ed him a Magician , but the Pythagoreans claim d him for a 
Philofopher ; // may be confider d, that St t Hierome received 
this indulgent report from the Tradition of the more primitive 
Fathers , and particularly from Juftin Martyr , who doubtleft 
could difcern deeper inPhilofophy, than Vulgar Heads, and might 
c-sme nearer to the Truth than Philoftratus , who perhaps might 
affeU Romantiaue Stories. But We have no concernment for A- 
poilonius » only we may vindicate the pious Father for his fa- 
v our able fetitence 5 Jince we find it no new thing , . that Great 
Philofophers } Mathematicians and Vn-cemmon Artificer sjhould 
be defamed by the rude multitude for Magicians 3 or Atbe- 
ip. 

We mufi grant , that in the laft Age , tthm Operative Phf- 
lofophy began to reaver ground , and to tread on the heels 
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pf triumphant rhrlology '*, emergent adventures and great fue- 
ceffes were entountrcd by dangerous oppofitions and jireng cb* 
firuilions : Gali'xus end oilers in Italy fnjjered extremities for 
their Celejlial Difccverics ; and here in England Sr. Walter 
Raleiph , when /-v was in h:s greateji Infer , was noto>ioufy 
fatmdered, to have creeled a School of Atheifm, bccau[e be gave 
SBMteneince to Chymifry, to prattled Art*) and to curious Me- 
chaiical durations , and <tefgn'd to form the bef of than into 
a Colic dS* And ghicen lUi^tbitbs Gilbert was a long time 
eileem'd extravagant jar his Magnetifmes } and Harvey for his 
d'lieent researches in pu> fiance of the Circulation of tbt 
Blond. 

But , when cur renowned Lord Bacon bad demonstrated the 
Methods for a per feci Rejlauraticn of ait parts of Real ktmv 
leave 5 and the Generous and Philosophical Peyreskius bad, foon 
after , agitated in all parts to redeem the mojl injiruelive An-> 
tiauities , and to excite Experimental Fffdys , and frc/fj Difeove. 
ries ; 'The fuuefs became on a fudden Jh/pendieus, and Effective 
philofophy began to fparlde, and even to flow into beams of bright' 
fhining Light, all ever the World. And the [aid Peyreskius 
his Orators, Gaiiendus and Bucchardus, have in their Hijfo* 
ries and Panegyricks rat fed him a more Jplendid Monument, than 
feme of the greateji Monarchs can fljerv. And it u remarkable) 
that when Bucchardus , a very eloquent Frenchman, had at 
Rome, in Academia Humoriftaruin, extolled, in a Funeral Q* 
ration, this bis Countryman Peyreskius for one of the mofi won- 
derful Advancers of all kinds of Literature and of Arts that 
any a^e or place brought forth ; yet be came off with univerfal 
applaufe , and devout acclamations , though Pope Urban the 8th, 
evd bis favourite. Cardinals, and fever al great Prints in Italy, 
and many excellent per fans in Rome , did then highly pretend , 
and might not unjujily lay claim to the patronage , and 
extraordinary merit in every kind of Learning, Art, and Ele- 

gansy* 

The ft Vertues will pine brightejl amongji the Vertuovs 5 and 
although the Emulation of Countries may grow hot, yet the beau- 
ty of ' Fertue , and the truth of Philofophy will prevail. The 
Eaft and the Bracbfflaus had the old Fame , (<m the learned 
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Father hath told us ahove^ ) but the Curious Tshnfieur Bernief 
being lately returned from the Mogoiians , gives us good affzt* 
ranee, that neither they^ nor their Brachmans , are now worthy 
to teach the Europeans } but the Wifefl smongfl: them do rejoyce 
in the philosophical Light, which now fains s in the Weft, and in 
cur North. And who knows, how foon or horv potently our won: 
derfull progrefs of Arts , and the Lufire of our Philofophy may 
awaken them, to embrace the more glorious de&rine of the Gof; 
pel. We hope, this Ingenious Travelhur will make ha/l to giv? 
us a Philosophical accompt sf his Travels , with no hfs accu-- 
ratenefsy than he hath given us the Politic;;! Myjleries of the 
Mogoiians , and the Sottifhnefs ef the Cbriftian Ahyffms or M~ 
thiopians* 

When the Emulation was hottejl on both fides the A!pe?j who 
Jhould excell in the florvry Arts of Oratory and Poetry , though 
Sanazary was then on one fide of the Alpes , and far greater 
men, oreat Poets on the other fide in France } yet both the Sca~ 
ligers, Julius and Jofephus. themfelves Italians and French, gave 
the, latorel to Buchanan a Scot. And thus the Weft or North- 
wind, bringing the five ct Bowers of Philology, and the richefi 
fruit of Philofophy, will be more wellcome to the Intelligent ■, than 
the fetid and contagious bhjls from the Eajl\ And the Wife 
and the Vertuous ought not to regard the Cenfures and reproaches 
of the ignorant or malignant Multitudes,, Fhey retain an in- 
ternal fatisfaclion within themfelves ; and found Thilofo j 
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mutually each to other fufficient Theaters. I Jhall no longer as* 
tain the Curious and Ingenious Reader from the bufinefs we kavt 
in hand* 
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
